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CONTINUING HERITAGE ATTACKS 

We informed you of the trouble Ok- 
lahomans were having in regard to the 
removal of the Confederate flag fly- 
ing on the Okla. State Capitol Plata. 
Last year a bill passed restoring the 
flags removed at the behest of Helen 
Arnold* Office of Public Affairs. 
This liberal lady is balking at re- 
storing the flag, holding out, she 
says, until the Legislature decides 
which Confederate flag to fly. 

The Tenn. Division UDC raised a 
large part of the money for a dormi- 
tory at Vanderbilt in 1935. That 
university 1 s Racial Environment Pro- 
ject has called for the name "Confed- 
erate" to be stricken from the Hall 
because it is a "negative symbol of 
race relations on campus".

Kirkland Hall 
Vanderbilt Univ., Nashville, Tenn. 
37240 deserves a note on this one. 

Kappa Alpha, Auburn Univ., had al- 
ways flown their 20-foot Battleflag 
on important occasions. Five years 
ago, you guessed it, the Black Student 
Action Comm. complained. The univer- 
sity gave in and put restrictions on 
flags. KA's have circumvented this 
by building a chicken wire and crepe 
paper flag for Homecoming. Since this 
"flag" is not made of cloth, the uni- 
versity rules have been circumvented.
